The ST11R provides an interface between the IBM PC XT (or compat- 
ible) and up to two of the listed Seagate ST412 Run Length Limited 
(RLL 2,7) drives. 


The ST11R uses RLL encoding at 7.5 megabits/sec. and is intended 
for use with drives certified for RLL. All Seagate RLL drive models 
have an ”R” suffix . 

Do not use the ST11R with Seagate drives designed for MFM recording 


at 5.0 megabits/sec. (no “R” suffix). Running this combination will void 
the warranty on the drive.
